RUSSIAN FEASANTS TRAMPLED 
TO DEATH.

Two Thousand Thought to Have Been 
Killed—Mad Rush For Souvenirs 
the 
Cause 
of 
the 
Accident— 
No 
English or Americans Were 
Iujured. 
Moscow, June I.—The disaster on the 
Khodijinskoje plain Saturday is con­ 
stantly gaining in proportion as the in­ 
vestigations by the authorities 
con­ 
tinue. These are made under difficul­ 
ties, as the recovery of the victims was 
conducted by hundreds of volunteers, 
and many wrehe carried away before 
they were enumerated, ilany addition­ 
al deaths of the injured who were car­ 
ried away are occurring, which are only 
added to the enumeration after some 
time. 
It is now said that the fatalities will 
amount to between two 
and 
three 
thousand, but it is impossible yet to 
ascertain accurately the extent of the 
disaster. 
An official statement issued 
places the number of dead recovered at 
1,336 and the seriously or fatally in 
jured at 286. But in contrast with this 
official statement there are 1,282 corpses 
lying at 
the cemetery, 
besides the 
many dead and dying that are known 
to have been removed from the ill-fated 
field by friends. 
Various versions as to the origin o 
the stampede and crush are current, 
but the account to which the most cred­ 
ence is attached is 
that the wagons 
laden with the 500,000 souvenirs which 
were to be distributed among the peo­ 
ple were proceeding to the Khodijns- 
koje plain, followed by a multitude of 
eager peasants, when the atendants, 
with a view to pleasing the 
people, 
threw a number of the souvenirs into 
the crowd. There was a wild scramble 
toward the point where they fell, and 
the news spread like wild fire up and 
down the throngs of expectant peasants 
that the distribution had commenced. 
This resulted in a headlong, pell-mell 
rush for the booths, where the distribu­ 
tion of souvenirs was to have been made 
later. The arrangements which it was 
intended to make to keep the crowds 
in order during the distribution had 
not been completed at that early hour, 
and the force on hand was powerless to 
stem the tide of the crush of humanity. 
W hat added greatly to the gravity of 
the disaster was the circumstance that 
these 
booths 
were 
surrounded 
by 
ditches, and the people following speed­ 
ily trampled them to death. 
Others 
stumbled over their bodies and met the 
same fate. 
And so the horror grew. 
The pressure was so great upon the 
sides of the booths from the struggles 
of the mass of mad humanity that they 
gave way, and hundreds of people were 
forced into them through the broken 
walls. 
One mounted gendarme 
near 
the booths wras literally crushed 
to 
death, together with his rearing and 
plunging horse. 
There were no English people nor 
Americans among the victims. 
Very 
few of the victims, it is announced, be­ 
long to the well-to-do classes. Nearly 
all are moujiks or peasants, and a large 
proportion of the dead are women and 
children. A judicial inquiry has been 
opened into the causes of the disaster, 
and an effort will be made to fix the re­ 
sponsibility. 
All day the full force of police and 
firemen worked among the dead, pull­ 
ing bodies from heaps of the killed and 
injured and ranging them 
on 
the 
ground, which was covered for hun­ 
dreds of yards with groups of ten and 
twenty begrimed and blooodstained 
corpses, among which the agonized 
friends of the missing wandered in 
painful effort to identify them. The in­ 
jured who were mixed with the dead 
suffered terribly with thirst and the 
fever of their unattended injuries. The 
work of carrying the bodies to the ceme­ 
tery where it is intended to inter those 
who fail of identification continued all 
night. 
In the morning the forces at work 
on the plain discovered the mouth of 
a disused well in the middle of the 
field, the plank covering of which had 
given away in the mad rush. 
In the 
well there were thirty dead bodies, and 
wedged in among them and held down 
by their weight were found two men, 
alive and comparatively uninjured phy­ 
sically, but the terror and the hideous 
surroundings of the night, had proved 
too great a strain on their minds, and, 
they were raving maniacs. 
The streets present some saddening 
contrasts 
in the

SILVER WAVE IN INDIANA.

Indianapolis, Ind., June I.—The dem­ 
ocrats in several counties have elected 
delegates to the state convention, June 
24, and in every instance the men se 
lected were 
instructed to 
support a 
free-silver platform, and vote for dele 
gates to the Chicago convention who 
will support an independent coinage 
platform. 
The party has now elected 
delegates in fifty-one counties, and no 
county has stood for the gold standard. 
The unanimity with which the party 
is declaring for the free-silver move­ 
ment, and the ‘ground swell” is giving 
the republicans a good deal of concern. 
There are many representative re­ 
publicans who believe it would have 
been well for their party to have made 
some concessions to the free-silver 
farmer in the past. 
It is anonunced 
that Senator Turpie will come from 
Washington to preside at the free-sil­ 
ver mass-meeting here next Friday 
night. 
The prohibition state convention will 
meet this week to decide what course 
the party in this state will pursue. 
Thirty-five of the forty-three delegates 
to the national convention joined the 
new national 
party. 
The bolters in­ 
clude J. S. Dunlap, of Franklin, the 
state chairman, and J. S. Kingsbury, 
the nominee for governor. It will be 
proposed that the nominees for state 
office be voted for without any refer­ 
ence to platform. 


St. Louis, Mo., June I.—More than 
200,000 persons from 
the

abroad tramped or drove through the 
cold, drizzling rain all 
day 
Sunday 
viewing the wreck 
and devastation 
wrought by the tornado on both sides 
of the river. Of this crowd of sight­ 
seers fully 60,000 were Srom points out­ 
side St. Louis. 
General indignation is expressed by 
all classer of citizens over the conduct 
of Gov. Stone, who, the morning after 
the tornado, turned his back on 
a 
stricken people to go to Texas to make 
a political speech. His conduct is con­ 
trasted with that of Gov. Altgeld, who 
came by the first train to administer to 
the sufferers in East St. Louis. 
In­ 
efficiency, irresolution and lack of con­ 
trol of 
the situation -are 
charged 
against Mayor Walbridge. 
Street Superintendent Macklind re­ 
ports that his force has placed in a 
condition for traffic eighty-five miles 
of streets. Subscriptions to the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange fund, ex-Gov. D. R. 
Francis said, will reach $250,000 by 
Tuesday noon, more than sufficient for 
all present emergencies. 
A majority of those who suffered most 
severely, particularly in the loss of life 
and injury to body and limb, were 
members of the laboring classes. Hard­ 
ly one out of ten of those who were 
killed or wounded by the recent cyc­ 
lone was outside the wage-earning 
class. Few of the wealthy inmates of 
the mansions that were laid waste in 
the aristocratic quarter around Lafay- 
ettte park and along Mississippi, Cali­ 
fornia and Choteau avenues in the 
vicinity of the park were injured, but 
death and wounds fell upon the poor a 
few blocks eastward in the direction of 
the river. 
The list of missing, as officially re­ 
corded at the morgue, has swelled to 
170, and the long lines of anxious men 
and women who 
have 
haunted the 
grewsome place since last Wednesday 
night looking for the bodies of friends 
and relatives is 
scarcely diminished. 
But owing to the horrible condition of 
the place loiterers did not remain in 
the observation-room, from which a 
view of the bodies is obtained. Tons of 
ice are being used by the coroner to 
preserve the bodies, hut notwithstand­ 
ing this they are so far decomposed 
that they 
will have to 
be interred 
whether they are identified or not.

Washington, June I.—The senate 
will begin the week with the intention 
of making it the last of the season, if 
possible. Some senators put the day of 
adjournment as early as Thursday of 
the present week, while others place it 
on Saturday, and still others think it 
will be impossible to conclude before 
the first days of next week. 
The imperative work before the sen­ 
ate in order to reach adjournment is 
to dispose of the conference reports on 
the ordinary appropriation bills, and to 
consider the proposition to pass the 
river and harbor bill over the presi­ 
dent’s veto in case the bill receives the 
necessary two-thirds vote in the house 
to bring it to the senate. 
Some sen­ 
ators, probably a majority, also feel 
that they are under obligations to press 
the filled cheese bill to a final issue, 
but there is a sufficiently strong mi­ 
nority opposed to this measure to pre­ 
vent congress remaining in session for 
the sole purpose of passing it. It ap­ 
pears that the hope of the friends of 
this bill 
must 
rest upon 
getting it 
through before all the appropriation 
conference reports are 
disposed 
of. 
Considerable time will necessarily he 
spent upon 
hills on the 
calendar to 
which no objection is made and also in 
executive 
session 
on 
nominations 
awaiting confirmation. 
The anti-bond bill will be pressed to 
a finish before 
adjournment Tuesday 
unless there should he a violation of 
the unanimous agreement which was 
entered into on Friday. It is believed 
that the hill will have a majority of 
about five votes in its favor. 
The appropriation bills still in con­ 
ference are the Indian, postoffice, naval, 
sundry civil, District of Columbia, for­ 
tifications and general deficiency. The 
others have either become laws or are 
In the hands of the president. It is not 
expected that there will be any pro 
longed debate over the river and har­ 
bor bill if it is sent to the senate by the 
house. 
There were only nine 
votes 
against this bill when it passed origin­ 
ally. and its friends claim there will be 
no difficulty in passing it a second time, 
notwithstanding the president’s objec­ 
tions. Beginning Tuesday or Wednes­ 
day. the sessions of the senate will 
probably commence at ll o’clock, and 
several night sessions are among the 
probabilities for the week. 
The closing days of the session in the 
house will be mainly devoted to the 
consideration of 
conference 
reports, 
but the feature of the week will be 
the passage of the river and harbor hill 
over the president’s veto. All the friends 
of the bill who are absent have received 
peremptory telegraphic summons to be 
present on Tuesday, when the bill is 
reported back from the committee. The 
several votes taken on it already dem­ 
onstrate that it has considerably more 
than a two-thirds’ majority, and its 
friends express no doubt of the result. 
It is not probable that much time will 
be allowed for debate. Under the rules 
the last six days of the session are sus­ 
pension days, and this fact will enable 
the house to clear the calendar in a 
brief time of several pending bills, in­ 
cluding the Phillips’ commission bill, 
the Erdman arbitration bill and several 
other bils.

stalled by sixty years that inevitable 
! goal of individual freedom, which fu­ 
turity deferred for America to another 
century. 
His irreligious surroundings 
and youthful habits wrere such as have 
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influential friends to plead for him; he sapped the better character of 
tbou­ 
ts poor, and all that he asks is, that 
when the governor shall sit at his own 
fireside on Christmas eve with his own 
happy children around him, he will 
play one tune on this rough fiddle and 
think of a cabin far away in the mount­ 
ains in which is a family of poor, rag­
